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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 1 1/17/05 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(1 ), which requires the following: (1 ) a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not in a single 
paragraph format and the phrase "The present invention provides" should be avoided. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
JP2004-344263 (hereinafter Yamada) in view of US 5,003,158 (hereinafter Erkki). 

Yamada discloses a sauna room as claimed except for a mortar layer which is 
taught by Erkki and would have been obvious to employ on the Yamada as applying a 
know element to a similar device in the field of sauna. The ratio of far- infra red rays and 
particle size and setup humidity in a sauna room would have been obvious in design 
choice which depends on the intended use.
